(543584)to the field instructing

tion Dependents Can Travel.” 

The message was a cross-index 
of Army regulations under which 
dependents are allowed concurrent 
and delayed travel. It will be car- 
tied in full at the end of this ar- 
ticle. Regulations referred to 
should be available at company 
level, it was said. 

Meanwhile, Defense Secretary 
Robert S. McNamara said at a 
press conference that he expected 
every military man, wife and de- 
pendent overseas to cut back dol- 
lar spending on the local economy 
by at least $80 a year each. Regu- 
lations are now being drafted to 
impose. that limit.

Army ‘Spy’ Center 
Looks Unassuming

FORT HOLABIRD, Md. — The 
Army would have to go a long way 
te find an intelligence headquar- 
ters that looks less mysterious than 
does Fort Holabird. 

The Army Intelligence Center 
and. School here are housed in a 
conglomeration of warehouses, 
shops, school structures and rail- 
road repair yards. Around the 
small post; on the southeast edge 
of Baltimore, are huge industrial 
plants producing steel, detergents, 
automobiles, gasoline and ships. 

But inside the post’s assortment 
of buildings, the Army is turning 
out thousands of experts in one of 





the few military trades useful to 
the U.S. in peace and war—lIntel- 
ligence. The railroad buildings are 
left over from the days when Hola- 
bird was the center for repairing 
all Army and Air Force rolling 
stock east of the Mississippi River 
(the President’ railroad car was al- 
ways stationed here).

FIRST STOP during this report- 
er’s visit to Holabird last week was 
a chat with the Army Intelligence 
Corps Chief, Maj.

@ Make First Jump in Alaska 


FORT GREELY, Alaska—With the support of Arctic Test Board 
soldiers, 56 Special Forces troops attending the Cold Weather and 
Mountain School here made their first Alaska parachute jump 22 
January. 

The jump, from the Arctic Test Board’s Caribou was made to 
familiarize the men with parachute landings on ice and snow and 
frozen ground conditions in the far north. 

Arrangements for the jump were made by Special Forces’ Capt. 
Sidney R. Hines, through U.S. Army, Alaska. 

Five officers and 46 men of the 7th Special Forces Gp., are at 
Greely preparing for their role in the Army’s winter maneuver, Exer- 
cise Willow Freeze. 

The jump was the first in a series they will make at points in 
Alaska. 


@ Education Standard Lowered 


WASHINGTON—The Army has lowered the education and ex- 
perience requirements for men given field grade commissions in the 
event of mobilization. 

Combined education and professional experience required for 
a direct commission as a major has been dropped from 18 years to 

16 years. Lieutenant Colonel commissions may be awarded directly 
to men with 20 years of education and experience, compared to the 
required 25 years previously. 

Requirements for colonel were dropped from 32 years to 27 years. 

The Army said a bachelor’s degree will count as four years of 
education, regardless of how long it took to get. A bachelor of 
laws degree will count as seven years. 


@ A-Power May Move Big Train 


WASHINGTON—By spring, designs for a compact, portable nu- 
clear power plant, suitable for military use, are expected to be com- 
plete. The plant is being developed by the Corps of Engineers and the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 

One of the potential uses of the plant is to provide power for 
the Army’s new overland train, now under construction by R. -G. 
LeTourneau Inc. Nuclear power would give the train almost un- 
limited cruising range. 

The new train is designed to serve as a mass transportation vehicle 
with an off-road capability not available in other Army equipment. 
The train will consist of a lead car, 10 or more cargo cars and two 
power plants. Cargo capacity with 10 cars is estimated at 250 tons. 
Each of the 54 wheels, 10 feet high, will be driven by an electric 
motor. The overall length of the train will be 560 feet. 














@ Signal Wants Communicators 


WASHINGTON—The Signal Corps is seeking officers on active 
duty who are interested in the communications field to help cut an 
officer shortage. 

Although some officers from other branches have transferred to 
the Signal Corps in the past few years, there have not been enough 
of them to overcome the shortage of communicators. 

In the modern Army, command control is as essential as fire- 
power and mobility. With the introduction of nuclear weapons te 

the battlefield, the Signal Cerps’ tradtional mission of providing 
combat communications has taken on added importance. Accomplish- 
ing this mission has placed additional officer requirements on the 
Signal Corps. 

A communicator does not need to have a college degree in a 
highly technical subject. Any officer who is well motivated and has 
initiative, potential for development, and a college degree, the Signal 
Corps says, by the corps in its mission.

It re 
ported out a bill in 1958 that was 
drastically revised on the Senate 
floor and sent to the House Vet- 
erans Affairs committee for action. 
That unit held hearings last year 
and because ef threat of Presi- 
dential veto allowed the proposal 
to die. 

Yarborough is enthusiastic about 
adoption of a GI Bill this year. 
However, Rep. Olin Teague (D., 
Tex.), who is chairman of the 
House Veterans unit appears to 
have adopted a “let’s see what 
Kennedy wants” attitude.

TEAGUE, in a discussion with 
members of the National Associa- 
tion of State Approval Agencies 
this week, said he recognizes the 
need for adoption of a cold war 
GI Bill because of the unfairness 
of the present draft law, but that 
he will hold off committee action 
until he gets a position from Pres- 
ident Kennedy. 

The NASA inspects, approves 





and supervises all facilities within 
members’ respective states that 
train veterans under both the 
World War IU and Korea War GI 
Bills.

Pentagon Would Ease 
Retirement Move Law 


WASHINGTON — Service-| 
men who retire, will add a possible 
minor fringe benefit if a legislative 

roposal the Pentagon indorsed 
ast week is enacted into law. The 
measure will: 

1. Allow retirees to ship all or 
part of their household goods other 
than to their home of choice. The 
costs, if any, in excess of ‘those 
which would have been incurred 
had shipment been made to the 
selected home, will be borne by| 
the individual. 

2. Allow transportation of de- 

endents and movement of house- 
old goods to a selected home in 
the event the serviceman dies be- 
fore exercising these entitlements. 

Disability retirees particularly 
would get added protection if the 
measure is enacted. 

The Pentagon, in its recom- 
mendation to Congress, pointed out 
that instances arise in which re- 
tirees must change the original 
home of selection following pay- 











ment of their personal and depend- 
ent travel claims, and prior to 
shipment of their household goods. 
If shipment is made to the second 
home, under present law, the en- 
tire cost must be borne by the 
serviceman. 

Also, the Comptroller General 
has ruled that the right to trans- 
portation allowances for a retired 
member does not survive death or 


| accrue to the retiree’s estate. And 


such right does not accrue to de- 
pendents when travel has not been 


performed prior to the death of | 


the retired serviceman. 

Defense says this places dis- 
ability retired people at.a distinct 
disadvantage, as some fail to sur- 
vive the full year following retire- 
ment in which retireds can make 
their retirement move. 

If they die, say, six months after 
retirement but have not at that 
point taken their “retirement 
move,” it is lost and their survivors 
are stuck.

At the start of the war, 
Joseph E. Johnston was 55, Jubal 
Early 45, Hardee 48, Ewell «44, 
Longstreet 41. Albert Sidney 
Johnston was 59 when killed at 
Shiloh. 

But the South had comparative- 
ly youthful. commanders, too 
Beauregard was a full general at 
44, A. P. Hill a lieutenant gen- 
eral at 38. Van Horn was a major 
general at 41 but he lacked strate- 
gic ability; he failed to outfiank 
the husband of the woman he was 
running around with and got him- 
self shot. Jeb Stuart was a briga- 
dier general at 28, a major gen- 
eral at 29 — and dead at 31.

Gen. Winfield Scott could prob- 
ably satisfy anybody’s theory as 
to the proper age for a military 
leader. He was the outstanding 
American general in the War of 
1812 and was made a brigadier 
general at 28. He was a good 
general in the Mexican War at age 
60. At the start of the Civil War 
75 years old and too heavy to 
mount a horse, he was still think- 
ing clearly and proposed the right 
strategy for the North. 

Not all the good leaders, ot 
course, were young. Zachary 
Taylor was 62 when he commanded 
in the Mexican War of 1846. Dewey 
was 61 at Manila Bay. Pershing 
was 57 in 1917. 

And those who think old men 
can’t lead might consider the case 
of Radetzky, the great Austrian 
field marshal. He routed the Pied- 
montese at Novara in what mili- 
tary men consider one of the most 
brilliant campaigns of the 19th 
“ae when he was 83 years 
old. 

But history yields more exam- 
ples of unusually young command- 
ers than unusually old ones; Han- 
nibal was 29 when he crossed the 
Alps. Frederick the Great was 
28 when he led his first major 
campaigns in Austria. Napoleon 
was in his twenties when he won 
his great victories in Northern 
Italy. He was 36 at the Battle of 
Austerlitz. 

But the greatest example of a 
young commander was a 17-year- 
old who roused a nation and put a 
king back on his throne — Joan of 
Are. Of course, she had the angels 
on her side.

VA Is Directed to Pay 


Dividends 


says it “will use every resource to 
have the 1961 dividend checks in 
the mail by 22 March.” 

Selecting 30° June--the end of 
the current fiscal year—as outside 
limit for mailing the dividend 
checks, VA said even this date will 
cut the payment time table of the 
past years by one-half. 

VA urges policy holders not to 
query it about. when individual 
dividend checks will be paid. De- 
tailing people to answer queries 
slows up the processing of dividend 
checks, officials point out. 

VA officials expressed the hope 
that they will be able to get all 
of the 1961 dividend checks in the 
mail “‘well in advance of 30 June,” 
the urgency of the 
President’s request to put more 
money into circulation. 

The $285 million in dividends 
are primarily a refund to policy- 
holders of part of their premium 
payments. The refunds are made 
principally because the death rate 
among GI policyholders continues 
to be lower than the rate upon 
which the premiums were estab- 
lished by law. 

Normally, dividend checks are 
paid policyholders on the anniver- 
sary of the date on which their 
policies were issued. 

In hinting at a possible second 
payment of dividends this year, 
President Kennedy noted that the 
“Veterans Administration (insur- 
ance) funds have very generous re- 
serves. And I feel that this will 
be of some benefit.” 

In another move to ease the 're- 
cession, the President asked Con- 
gress to temporarily extend unem- 
ployment benefits—including those 
for cold war veterans—to provide 
a maximum of 39 weeks pay to 
jobless in states that already have 
exhausted funds.

more far-reaching than the assign- 
ments usually given to two-star 
generals. His command’s Intelli- 
gence School trains officers, enlist- 
ed people and civilians in a couple 
of dozen courses in intelligence; 
he is in charge of developing all 
doctrine, manuals and training in 
intelligence throughout the Army; 
his satellite Strategic Intelligence 
School in Washington trains Amer- 
ican military attaches and staffs 
before they go overseas (some oth- 
er agencies also take the course); 
and he helps direct related activ- 
ities that Holabird people don’t 
discuss with visitors. ' 

The Intelligence Center looks 
more like a Quartermaster sup- 
ply center (which it once was) 
than an Ivy League college. But 
it has high admission standards 
and is one of the best-educated 
posts in the Army. Everybody 
stationed here has at least a high 
school diploma, and 42 percent 
of all military people on the post 
have at least one college degree. 

Because standards are high, the 
Intelligence Center sometimes has 
trouble getting as many peeple as 
it wants. “We can’t take men just 
to fill quotas,” Gen. Prather says, 
“but generally we get more appli- 
cations than we accept.” And he 
added: 

“The Army expects its. Intelli- 
gence people to be intelligent.” 


These high IQ people are trained | 


by a 500-man staff and faculty at 
the Holabird school, which offers 
courses ranging in length from one 
week to 34 weeks (students taking 
the long course are career officers 
in Intelligence; one of them is a 
woman).

Army's Violent Objections 
To the Entire Program 


age! THE Army objects, not merely a little but violently, to the entire Bolte report 
promotion program as contained in the first nine recommendations should be clear 


from last week’s article. These objections, in brief, are: 





1. The proposed grade _ struc- 
ture is not based on requirements. 

2. “Equal prometion opportuni- 
ty” is not a valid standard to 
apply to grade structure or pro- 
motion policy. 

3. The present Army promotion 
program is working well and needs 
no changing. 

4. Unifermity is not a valid goal 
in itself. 

5. The committee is inconsistent 
in figuring officer grade structure, 
excluding generals, on total offi- 
cer strength but then making total 
strength the basis for general of- 
ficer structure. 
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TO THESE Army objections the 
committee has many answers. The 
most important, perhaps, is ad- 
dressed to the Army position that 
requirements should control grade 
structure. The committee points 
out that it is impossible to get 





the services to agree on the estab- 
lishment of criteria for a specific 
grade for any particular job. 
Within each service the’ same| 
job may be held at one time by| 
a colonel, next by a major and at/| 
some date by a warrant officer. 
How does one determine which 
grade is proper for the particular 
job? In regard to general offi- 
cers, for example, the Naval Acad- | 


emy has one admiral at Annapolis, 
West Point has two generals and 
the Air Force Academy has three 
generals. Which service is “right”? 

Although the Officer Grade Lim- 
itation Act of 1954 was allegedly 
based on service requirements the 
House Armed Services committee 
finally set the grade structure toe 
reflect about what each service 
had on board in majors, lieuten- 
ant colonels and colonels. Infor- 
mally, the House committee agreed 
that requirements were given lip 
service and that it wasn’t true 
then, nor does it seem to be today, 
that justifiable requirements deter- 
mine grade structure.

THE. BOLTE committee there- 
fore argues that it is better to put 
the services on an equal footing 
by setting the same rate of pro- 
motion for each of them, thus 
giving each the same “selling 
point” in trying to attract career 
officers. 

The committee says also that its 
proposals include a savings provi- 
sion such that, for example, every 
Army officer will be considered 
for promotion at the proper “ca- 
reer point” in his service, even 
if the new system is adopted.

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Overseas Housing Questionnaire To Be Used Annually 


WASHINGTON — Servicemen 
overseas will soon have to fill out 
cost-of-living questionnaires to de- 
termine housing allowances once 
a year instead of semi-annually, 
Pentagon officials said. 

A cross-section of an overseas 
post’s population formerly filled 
out housing allowance samples 
twice a year to provide Defense’s 
per diem and allowance commit- 
tee with information upon which 
to fix housing allowances for var- 
ious countries and areas. 

Per diem, travel and transpor- 
tation allowance committee offi- 
cials said the decision to require 
one sample a year instead of two 
was made because an annual re- 
port gives a better picture of liv- 
ing expenses. 

Any more than one sample a 
year provides officials with an un- 
realistic picture of living costs for 
ah area, Army Times was told. 

~ * * 

PRICES and various maintenance 
costs vary in each Overseas area 
rapidly for many reasons, officials 
said. Seasonal: demands and fluc- 
tuations in labor costs all contrib- 
ute to changes in the cost of 
maintaining housing. 

Now, the yearly reports will pro- 
vide information based on hous- 
ing costs in an area for an entire 
year and a truer estimate of what 
it costs to keep a house will re- 
sult, officials said. 

Joint Travel Regulations outline 
the system for taking samples each 
year at posts. The housing cost 
data sheet which is issued to a 
cross-section of overseas bases is

Those below E-4 with four years

Push the Bill 


Those most responsible for veterans’ 
legislation in both houses of Congress have 
said that they will press for the new GI 
Bill during this session. The bill sponsored 
by Sen. Yarborough (D., Tex.) already has 
a long list of senators as co-sponsors. Rep. 
Teague (D., Tex.) plans to introduce the 
bill he has backed in two previous Con- 
gresses. 

Both chambers have in mind a three- 
fold bill: education, loan guarantees for 
homes and vocational rehabilitation. Mus- 
tering-out pay and business loans would 
not be revived. 

The educational rights would be similar 
to those given veterans of the Korean war 
—those who entered service before 31 Jan- 
uary 1955. A day and a half of training 
for each day of active service, up to a maxi- 
mum of 36 months training. During full- 
time education, the veteran would receive 
$110 a month. If he has a dependent, he 
would receive $135. If he has two or more 
dependents, $160. As with Korean veter- 
ans; school would have to be started within 
a certain time after the first discharge 
which actually ends a period of .active 
service. 

It is pertinent to note that all college 
expenses, educational and living, must be 
paid from the the allowance and the stu- 
dent’s own resources. Moreover, the allow- 
ance, fixed in July 1952, is seldom paid for 
the 12 months of the year. It’s geared to 
the school year, which is why, of course, 
the maximum 36 months of allowance is 
enough for a normal degree. 

The armed services are lukewarm to 
such a bill. They feel that, although it 
would encourage some enlistments, it would 
also “encourage some men out” after their 
first short enlistment or draft period. We 
think their fears have good basis. But we 
also think the remedy is not to oppose a 
cold-war GI Bill but to attempt to get a 
“bill which will benefit them as well as the 
individual. 

For there is a way to cut costs, a way 
to recognize the difference between war and 
cold-war service, a way to help the mili- 
tary keep the men it entices in for a useful 
period of service, 

Make it harder to earn credits. 

At the least, the ratio would then be 
one day’s schooling per day of service, in- 
stead of 114 days. This would require three 
years of service to get four years of col- 
lege. Even four years’ service for four 
years’ college is not an unreasonable re- 
quirement. 

Then the services should strive to see 
that the bill does not have a schooling dead- 
line geared to the first unconditional dis- 
charge. A man should be able to stay in 
service as long as he wishes, even to re- 
tirement, and still attend college. 

Finally, the services should see that 
service people get every opportunity while 
in service to go to college under a GI Bill, 
on a part-time basis. 

Considering that such a student would 
have to have three years in before start- 
ing college, and that it would probably take 
him six more to finish college part-time, 
he would have such an equity toward serv- 
ice retirement that his service would have 
a good chance to keep him as a career 
man or officer. 

Frankly, we don’t know whether a GI 
Bill will be passed or not. There isn’t any 
big grass-roots demand for it of the type 
that persuades Congress to spend the money. 
But there is a demand among servicemen 
themselves and those the services would 
like to enlist. 
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Proposes Enlisted Lobby

I feel that the letter written by MSgt. 
Robinson (military representatives in Con- 
gress, 21 Jan. 61) is a poor solution to a 
serious problem. If the following solution 
is no better, at least it can receive public 
evaluation. 

We of the enlisted are 700,000 strong. 
The Constitution specifically allows the 
right to petition our elected representa- 
tives. If we had a lobby at Congress, we 
might make our views strongly heard. 

Does someone question a military lobby? 
The initials ROA have never stood for 
“Respect Our Anonymity.” 

Who would pay for such a move? 
All of us with any interest in the enlisted 
echelons of the armed forces would be 
deeply interested. An initial $5 from 
E5s to E9s and $3 from E4s down to E2s, 
then $2 a month from the top five and $1 
a month from the lower four pay grades 
would put us in the category of big busi- 
ness. By making it a strictly voluntary 
program, only those personnel interested 
would be expected to support the program.

The man facing retirement with an in- 
fraction on his record of 15 years ago 
would like to see an amendment to the 
Hiss Act. He soldiered his way back with 
an eye to his pension, but now he stands 
to get nothing for his labor. 

The dislocation allowance is nothing 
compared to the expense involved in a 
PCS with dependents. The quarters al- 
lowance will not pay the base rental of a 
decent place to live in the area of any 
military installation, let alone the extras 
such as utilities. 

We would all like to see civilian retail 
interests take their fingers out of PX 
policy formulation, or is it just coinci- 
dence that so many items have been 


dropped because they encroach upon lo- 
cal civil interests.” I thought my purpose 
in the army was isolated from whether or 
not I bought my washing machine from 
the local merchant, rather than cheaper at 
the post exchange. 

I drew, in a three-year period from 1955 
to 1958, a clothing allowance of $5.40 
monthly, or $194.40 total. From this 
princely sum I purchased: two sets of 
greens, a flying saucer hat, two garrison 
caps, two black ties, black belts, two sets 
of Bermudas, knee-length socks, a nylon 
raincoat (which leaks like the proverbial 
sieve until modified), black cotton socks, 
black wool socks, black boots, black low 
quarters (as one commander after another 
sa’ that the suggested dye jobs do not 
stand up in the rain and use), replaced 
my fatigues and suntans as they wore out, 
had my shoes heeled, soled, and replaced, 
maintained my uniforms in a state of ac- 
ceptable appearance and servicibility, and 
I don’t remember what was done with all 
the money I had left over. I only know 
that as long as I draw $5.40 a month I 
can’t deduct the often larger sum I have 
to spend, come income tax time.

HOW WOULD THE idea work? First 
we would need a central collection and 
policy-formulation point. This would re- 
quire retaining a law firm of reputation 
and integrity and they would have to work 
with, and by means of a public relations 
firm of like caliber.

Dislocation Pay 
Error Easily Made 


FORT HUACHUCA, Ariz.: This 
is to warn all unsuspecting mili- 
tary personnel to read and be 
aware of the Joint Travel Regu- 
lations which covers “dislocation 
pay.” To following information 
came to light after my reenlist- 
ment was effected. 

With no permanent assignment, 
I took a 30-day leave, having just 
returned from Korea. Orders were 
forwarded to my home address. 

After completing the move with 
my family, the finance office would 
not pay any dislocation pay for 
the following reason: 

“JTR, Dislocation Allowance; 
Chapter 9—9003—When not pay- 
able (Ch 66): The allowance con- 
templated by this chapter will not 
be payable in connection with per- 
manent change of station (3) From 
home or from place from which 
ordered to active duty to first per- 
manent duty station, upon ap- 
pointment, call fo active- duty, 
enlistment-reenlistment or induc- 
tion.” 

This information should be dis- 
seminated immediately upon re- 
enlistment in order to avoid em- 
barrassment at a later date. Dis- 
location pay very seldom comes 
close to being enough re-imburse- 
ment, especially when the move 
invovled is almost 1900 miles. 

Further consideration and re- 
view should be applied to this 
regulation.

FORT HUACHUCA, Ariz— 
Knights out of uniform are helping 
a Tombstone, Ariz., priest save the 
remains of a Spanish colonial mis- 
sion from weather and time. 

Officers and men from Fort 
Huachuca, all members of the Sal- 
pointe Council, Knights of Colum- 
bus at Sierra Vista, are spending 
Sunday afternoons shoring up the 
rémains of the San Cayetano De 
Las Calabazas mission near No- 
gales. The mission was established 
three years before the American 
colonies won their indey-endence. 

Rev. Norman Whelan, pastor 
of Sacred Heart Church, Tomb- 
stone, and chaplain of the K. of 
C. Council, first saw the ruins 
of this centuries-old church in 
1958. 

Looking into records, the Tomb- 
stone priest, who is historian for 
the Tueson Diocese, found that the 
church was built in 1773 as a 
visita, or branch, of the main mis- 
sion which had been transferred 
that year from Guevavi to Tuma- 
gacori. It was given the name of 
San: Cayetano—whict has been 
held by the Tumagacori visita. 

+ * * 


DURING THE next 60 or 70 
years, circuit-riding padres and 
visiting prelates held services at 
the Calabazas mission. It also was 
used as a defense against maraud- 
ing Indians. 

In the 1850s, former Gov. 
Gandara of Sonora housed ranch 
hands in the church building 
Later, the U. S. Cavalry may have 
used the ruins of the church and 
ranch as Camp Mason. 

Patching and preserving the 
ruins was started by Father Whelan 
and several of his Tom 
parishioners in early 1960. 

Volunteers from Sierra Vista 
and the fort started their werk 
as amateur masons some nine

A few more Sunday 
afternoons should see the chore 
completed, they say. 

While the work here is nearing 
completion, the volunteers, who 
seem to have caught an infectious 
feeling for history, are talking 
about repairing the ruins at Gue- 
vayi and Quibiri, missions located 
in the same area.

Over the past 13 years there has 
evolved a concept of war in the 
U.S. defense structure which is, 
from the American point of view, 
revolutionary. This concept is not 
widely understood in public writ- 
ings and is not recognized by the 
majority of those in uniform. It is 
generally ignored by traditionalists 
of all the services. It has been re- 
sisted in the hope that it will go 
away, most particularly by the 
Navy, but also by the Army and 
|by the “bomber generals” of the 
Air Force. 

This concept can be stated this 
way: 

The day is over when the Army 
or the Navy or the Air Force could 
fight a war alone. There is no long- 
er such a thing as a “ground war” 
or an “air war” or a “sea war.” 
Fighting anywhere in the world to- 
day, except possibly defensive fight- 
ing within the borders of a nation 
under attack by the nation attacked 
(not the attacker), demands a 
“mix” of weapons systems to cre- 
ate a combat force tailored to the 
demands of terrain, time, weather, 
political goals and other elements 
which affect national strategy. 

This fact has been recognized in 
our Defense establishment by the 
creation of “unified commands” 
(and also “specified commands”) in 
all areas overseas- where U.S. 
forees are stationed in any num- 
ber. “Within the United States it- 
self, the “specified commands” 4o 
not consist purely of single serv- 
ice elements.

THUS IT IS no longer the task 
of the Army, for example, to fight 
a ground war. Nor is it the job of 
the Air Force to be ready to fight 
an air war, nor of the Navy to be 
ready to fight a sea war. The mil- 
itary services are now, like it or 
not, supply forces.

So Much to Do, 
So Little Time

N HIS State of the Union message, President Kennedy 
announced that he has instructed his new Secretary 
of Defense, Robert S. McNamara, to reappraise our 


national strategy and the ade- 
quacy of our entire military es- 
tablishment “in the light of pres- 
ent and future dangers.” Mr. Mc- 


Namara is required to submit 
“preliminary conclusions” by the 
end of February -—— that is, just 
39 days after taking his oath 
of office. 

Let us hope and pray that the 
President really means that word 
“preliminary” — indeed that he 
has laid great stress on it in his 
instructions to the Secretary of 
Defense. 

It might just be possible, for 
example, for Mr. McNamara to 
produce by February 28, a few 
useful suggestions for possible 
major additions to or changes in 
the Eisenhower defense budget 
for the up-coming fiscal year. 
Even that would be a herculean 
task demanding the closest atten- 
tion and the hardest sort of work 
by the Secretary and his princi- 
pal civilian and military as- 
sistants. 

There are not that many budg- 
et items where more power can 
readily ‘be produced by appro- 
priating more money. Picking 
out such items and relating them 
to a scale of priorities in a 
month’s time, greater national 
power being the desired objec- 
tive, would certainly involve 
some risk of too-hurried sug- 
gestions, But if some solid prog- 
ress were also chalked up, the 
net result might be on the plus 
side.

HOWEVER, if we are to take 
the President’s words literally — 
if he really means that he wants 
Secretary McNamara to reap- 
praise and report, in so short a 
time, upon “our ability to ful- 
fill our commitments: the ef- 
fectiveness, vulnerability and dis- 
persal of our strategic bases, 
forces and warning systems; the 
efficiency and economy of our 
operation and organization; the 
elimination of obsolete bases and 
installations; and the adequacy, 
modernization and mobility of 
our present conventional and nu- 
clear forces and weapons systems 
in the light of present and future 
dangers,” then, even “prelimin- 
ary” conclusions covering so 
broad and complex a field if pro- 
duced in a single month, will be 
well loaded with half-baked as- 
sumptions and off-the-cuff con- 
clusions. It could not possibly 
be otherwise. 

By devoted effort, working in 
close association with the joint 
Chiefs of Staff, a brand new Sec- 
retary of Defense with real na- 
tive ability for analyzing com- 
plex problems — which Mr. Mc- 
Namara appears to possess — 
might possibly be ready by next 
November, when the defense 
budget for the fiscal year 1963 
will begin to shape up, to pre- 
sent some conclusions regarding 
changes in policy and emphasis 
of major importance. 

If other military legislation 
fis found te be desirable, he 
might possibly be ready to pre- 
sent: considered recommenda- 
tions to the President for sub- 
mission to the second session 
of the current Congress in 
January, 1962. But he can 


hardly do this earlier, in either 
ease, if soundly based judg- 


ment is the criterion rather 
than “hurry up and do some- 
thing.” 

Some encouragement in this 
regard may, perhaps, be found in 
the three steps which the Presi- 
dent has ordered to be initiated 
immediately: increased airlift 
capability, a speed-up of the Po- 
laris submarine missile program 
and an overall acceleration of all 
missile programs by eliminating 
delays and roadblocks. 

- + . 

ALL these objectives are with- 
in the range of possibility. If 
acted upon now, they can pro- 
duce tangible results. They have 
been well selected with that idea 
in mind as well as with the in- 
tention of making solid addi- 
tions to our actual fighting 
strength. 

As an example, take airlift. 
Under existing conditions some 
20 or more long-range jet air- 
liners might very well be obtain- 
ed from commercial concerns 
without serious impairment of 
passenger service and at some 
financial advantage to the com- 
panies. The Air Force could 
man these planes and have them 
in operation with the Military 
Air Transport Service within 
perhaps 30 days, though this 
might require calling up some 
navigators and flight engineers 
from the Air Force Reserve. 

In addition, a number of C- 
124 transport planes are on the 
verge of being retired from the 
active inventory and could be 
passed on to Air Force Re- 
serve units which could be 
called to active duty if neces- 
sary. Of course, any large- 
scale call-up of reserve per- 
sonnel would require the proc- 
lamation of an emergency by 
the President which is a ser- 
ious step. 

But much can be done to bring 
reserve transport squadrons to a 
high level of readiness even in 
a reserve status. Thus the air- 
lift picture can be considerably 
brightened in a hurry because 
the hardware is actually avail- 
able, money can do the rest. Not 
all problems are so relatively 
simple in point of time. 

The art of maintaining military 
readiness is, like politics, the art 
of the possibl.

NEW ORLEANS, La.—The largest of the Army’s installations in New Orleans is 
the U. S. Army Transportation Terminal Command, Gulf, located at the junction of the 
Mississippi River and the Industrial Canal, a part of the Intra-coastal Waterway.

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terminal were 797,711 tons aboard 
1314 ships; from Mobile, Ala., 86,- 
593 tons were shipped via 128 
vessels; and from Brookley Air 
Force Base, also in Mobile, 213,459 
tons moved out on 24 ships. 
Handled through Texas commer- 
cial port facilities were 71,502 tons 
of cargo at Beaumont aboard 119 
vessels; at Texas City 61,967 tons; 
at Corpus Christi 628 tons; and at 
Houston 59 tons. Clearing through 
the New Orleans Army terminal 
were 198 overseas passengers. 

From the standpoint of the 
transportation industry it is cheap- 
er to ship cargo from or destined 
to the center portion of the na- 
tion via the Mississippi River Val- 
ley, which gives the Gulf com- 
mand the advantage of being able 
to procure reasonable freight 
rates.

THE GULF COMMAND is pres- 
ently commanded by Col. Loyd W. 
Brenneman. Opened in June 1919 
at the close of World War I at the 
cost of $12 million, the Army 
terminal became a multi-million 
dollar concern during World War 
II. Over the deeades it has grown 
in size and money value. In addi- 





tion to accomplishing its mission 
of moving military ¢argo, the Gulf 
Command also provides training 
for assigned military personnel 
and furnishes administrative sup- 
port to other tenanted and satel- 
lited military agencies.

Oversea Tours 
Again Extended 


WASHINGTON—With the dependent cutback order out 
the window, the Army is renewing its drive to cut down on 
the number of PCSs for both officers and enlisted men, it 
was announced this week. Men overseas are again being 
urged to extend their tours, and officers and warrant officers 
with less than six months remaining in tours abroad will 
be kept there until it is time for their retirement or expected 


time of separation (ETS). 

The Army sent message 543623 
to all commands saying that with 
rescinding of the dependents edict 
“the problem of reducing PCS 
movement remains,” and ordered 
that there be a “maximum” effort 
to “exploit” extension of overseas 
tours to save travel costs. 

“Previously approved voluntary 
extensions of overseas tours that 
were cancelled by oversea com- 
manders solely because of the de- 
pendent reduction will be restored 
by overseas commanders wherever 
possible,” the message said. 

However, personnel who have 
been reported to DA or for whom 
reassignment instructions have 
been received will not be extended 
without specific approval from 
Washington. 

“All overseas commanders will 
re-initiate programs designed to 
obtain maximum numbers of volun- 
tary extensions of tours,” the 
message continued. 

All DA directives on PCSs in 
effect prior to 16 November of last 
year were put into effect again. 
Travel money had been. sharply 
curtailed by the last session of 








Congress. The lawmakers ordered 
a seven and one half percent cut 
on the average for all services. 


To meet the reduction, the Army 
started the program (now on again) 
to have men voluntarily extend 
tours. It also reshuffled the re- 
turn dates of many men, both offi- 
cers and As an example, 
thousands of men who had been 
scheduled for return in June will 
not be brought home until July so 
that their travel costs can be 
charged to the budget of the new 
fiscal year starting 1 Julye The in- 
voluntary extension of oversea 
tours from June into July, silently 
remanded during the dependents 
cutback program, thus also has 
been reinstated.

Device Sought to Save Eyes 


search today concerns the soldier’s 
eye and how to protect it with eye 
armor that is (1) ballistic resist- 
ant, (2) “dazzle” proof, and (3) 
comfortable. 
Dazzle is defined as a sudden 
flash of light, no longer an un- 
likely threat in this atomic age. 
What the Army is after is a trans- 
parent, optically clear (no distor- 
tion), ballistic resistant and com- 
fortable eye armor which wil! in- 
corporate dazzle protection. The in- 
tent is for such a “goggle” to be 
a general issue combat item. Eye 
armor is now restricted to mine 
clearance crews. 
- - ” 

THE PRESENT eye armor will 
not do the job for a man on patrol 
simply because he couldn’t see 
very well with it. Present eye armor 
is not transparent. 
One idea currently under study 
is to coat the goggle with a trans- 
parent phototrophic substance. In 
layman’s language, this means a 
chemical coating that will make the 
glasses darken like sun-glasses frac- 
tions of a second after a flash of, 
light. If this can work it will prove 
of untold value to the foot soldier 
as well as to aviators. 
Another approach deals with elec- 
tro-mechanical devices with shut- 
ters. But this solution would add 
to the load of the soldier and also 
complicate the problem of logistics. 
The combat soldier has enough 
weight to carry now without adding 
more. 

* > * 
STILL ANOTHER CONCEPT 
under study deals with using a 
chemically-treated transparent tape 
over a goggle, a tape that would 
be used just once. The tape would 
darken when the “dazzle” situa- 
tion” arrives and after its use the 
soldier would discard the used, 
darkened tape and put on another 
tape. 

This may prove to be an interim 
solution, although research experts 
involved are not satisfied with it 
| because there is the possibility that 
a man may run out of tape at a 
critical time. 

A Quartermaster research of- 
ficial explained to Army Times that 
the Army wants the soldier to 
“carry his own protection on his 
own back” and not be dependent on 
supply. 

The search for a practical, gen- 
eral issue eye armor has quickened 
of late and it might not be too 
long before such gear is part of a 
combat soldier’s general issue.

New Helmet Liner 

A new helmet liner is now under- 
going production tests, meaning 
manufacturing tests.

A new 
sleeping bag, three pounds lighter 
than the present one, has passed 
arctic tests and is now in the pro- 
cess of being standardized for use 
throughout the Army. 

Dacron batting is used in part 
for the insulating material, in both 
a cold-dry bag (for temperatures 
below 14 degrees) and a cold-wet 
bag (for temperatures 14-65 
degrees).

Should Be Raised 


FORT MONMOUTH, N.J.: A 
law should be passed to give the 
mobile home owner a travel al- 
lowance equal to the cost of trans- 
porting household goods from one 
post to another. 

Legislators have overlooked the 
fact that servicemen occupying 
government quarters get a month’s 
quarters allowance, in addition to 
free movement of household goods, 
on a permanent change of station. 
But mobile home owners must pay 
all expenses above 20 cents a mile 
and lose the quarters allowance 
besides. 

This is a severe hardship to the 
mobile home owner. On a recent 
move from Fort Leonard Wood, 
Mo., the moving company charged 
me 43 cents a mile, plus tolls and 
permits. Total cost was $472.33. 
My trailer allowance was $219. 
Cost to me personally was $253.33, 
plus the $77.10 I would have re- 
ceived had I not owned a trailer. 
A commercial mover would pack 
and move my household goods 


_ from Fort Wood to Fort Mon- 


mouth for about $450. 

If we can find a more equitable 
trailer allowance for the mobile 
home owner, we should also try 
to give him a place to park his 
trailer. Here at Monmouth we 
have a total of 18 trailer spaces 
for the many trailer owners.

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Relief Act Determines Your 


By MACON REED 


WASHINGTON—If you can figure out where home is, that’s half the battle. Of course, 
you know where you live at the moment. It’s wherever you happen to be stationed. But 
what’s home? Where is your real, permanent home? That determines what, if any, state 





and local income taxes you owe. 
It affects your choice of automo 
bile license tags. And it may affect 
such special events in a man’s life 
as marriage, 
adoption of a 
child, divorce, 
or voting. 

For a service- 
man who has 
shifted from 
one place to 
another for 
years, it is not 
always easy to 
say where hi 
true home 
lawyers call it 
“domicile” 
is. In fact. for some servicemen 
the question of “domicile” is about 
as tough a legal question as can 
be asked. 

But whether tough or easy, the 
question begins with the Soldiers 
and Sailors Relief Act. That is a 
federal law which says, among 
many other things, that change of 
military station does not change 
your domicile. Not even if you buy 
# house at the new place. 

Your permanent home, your 
demicile, stays right where it was 
when you came into service, no 
matter how many years you serve 
or where you serve — unless you 
take some special steps to adopt 
some new place as home. 

This is a “relief” act because 
it relieves you of being grabbed by 
every state you go to for income 
tax purposes, It also relieves you, 
if you work it right, of having to 
buy new license tags every move 
you make. 

And it relieves most servicemen 
from paying personal property 
taxes, 

Foi servicemen 15 and 20 years 
ago, this law had a lot of other 
important relief features. These 
others are still on the books but 
are of little importance nowadays. 
We will touch on them briefly be 
low, mostly to settle some rumours 
and explain what the Soldiers and 
Sailors Civil Relief Act does not 
do. 
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STATE, CITY and county taxes 
are the main thing. 


Take a hypothetical case. Say 
you grew up in your parents’ home 
in New Jersey and went straight 
into service before you made a 
home of your own. At that point, 
New Jersey is your domicile be 
cause it was your father’s. 

The relief act says that once you 
enter service, a mere change of 
station does not change domicile. 
So you can, and probably will, go 
from one station to another, keep- 
ing New Jersey as your domicile. 

It is one of the few states that 
have no state income taxes. 

And the relief act says that 
on your military pay and your

Now say you are stationed in a 
diss tak: ton: ciate. o0 lock to 
come taxes and that they call on 
you to pay.

And 99. times 
out of 100 he will give you a — 
ly worded letter to write to the 
tax collector, saying in effect: 

“I am a member of the armed 
forces on active duty. My home 
state is New Jersey. I am in your 


orders. So I claim total exemption 
from your income and onal 
property taxes, under the Soldiers 
and Sailors Relief Act. 

Some local tax authorities let 
the case drop right there. Others 
send you a questionnaire to fill out. 
If you get one of these, consult 
your legal officer again. The facts 
you put into this questionnaire may 


determine whether the state grants | to 


your exemption or keeps coming 
after you,

THERE ARE 50 different states 
in this union now, and they all 
have different laws and different 
customs. Some eye the service- 
man’s dollar more hungrily than 
others. Some will be harder to con 
vince than others that your domi- 
cile really is in tax-free New Jer- 
sey. Some may write to New Jer. 
sey to see whether you are looked 
upon as a citizen there. 


In that case, it would be handy 
to have a record of having voted 
continuously in New Jersey. 


Legal officers say that state 
officials are very seldom unreason 
able about the amount of proof 
they insist on to back up your 
claim, and will grant you the ex- 
emption you are entitled to. 

In this case we are supposing, 
you get total relief from state and 
local income taxes — on your mil- 
itary pay. 

But any independent income you 
have, any money you earn from 
part-time work, any money your 
wife earns — none of that is cover- 
ed by your relief act exemption 
It will be taxed or not taxed ac- 
cording to the local laws.

MOW LET’S SUPPOSE another 
case. 

This time you are from Indiana, 
which does have an income tax 
law, but exempts all servicemen’s 
pay from its income tax. If you 
are stationed in Virginia or Cali- 
fornia or any other income-tax 
state you can claim your exemp 
tion as before, and pay nothing, as 
far as your military pay is con- 
cerned. 

Now suppose a more common 
case:

Unless this is obtained, 
giving the man the right to fight 
the suit, the court proceedings will 
not be valid.

To which state do you owe in- 
come taxes? 


The legal answer is, Louisiana. 
And if you show that you pay 
your Louisiana income tax, you 
certainly won’t have to pay one in 
the state where stationed. 


IF YOU don’t pay your Louisi- 
ana tax, what then? 

The Supreme Court says that is 
a matter between you and _ the 
state of Louisiana. And it does not 
give the state where you are sta- 
tioned any right to tax your mili- 
tary pay. 

But as a matter of practical fact, 
look at it from the point of view 
of the state income tax collector 
in Virginia or California or some 
other income-tax state. You beg off 
paying his tax with the claim that 
you belong to Louisiana. He writes 

Louisiana — and more and 
more local tax collectors are get- 
ting im the habit of making this 
kind of check-up — and finds that 
you have not been paying your in 
come taxes there. 

He will say your failure to pay 
in Louisiana is strong evidence 
that you have abandoned Louisi- 
But generally it works this way: 
sist that you pay his tax.

THE RELIEF ACT isn’t design- 
ed to exempt you from state, coun 
ty and city income taxes;’it is 
simply designed to keep you from 
being taxed both places. 

It does not exempt you from 
federal income taxes. 

Neither does it exempt you 
from taxes on houses or land, 
which are called real estate taxes. 

To most service people, it gives 
an exemption from all the hus 
band’s personal property tax.

AGAIN, THERE are 50 differ 
ent states and their laws differ. 

(1) If you live in your state of 
domicile, your real home state, you 
pay whatever personal property 
tax it levies; 

(2) If you live in some other 
state, you are exempt from that 
state’s personal property tax under 
the relief act; and you are exempt 
from your home state’s personal 
property tax because your property 
is not inside your home state. 

This time you have the benefit 
coming and going — at least in 
most states — and it is perfectly 
legal. 

There may be circumstances un- 
der which you should pay the tax 
in your home state, even though 
you are stationed elsewhere. A ser 
viceman with a Florida domicile 
(stationed elsewhere) was recently 
advised to go out of his way to 
pay the Florida tax on intangible 
personal property (stocks and 
bonds) though it was doubtfu! 
whether he had to. The argument 
was that paying would strengthen 
his claim to domicile in income 
tax-free Florida; failure to pay 
might some day give somebody a 
chance to dispute his Florida 
claim.

A HUSBAND is generally con 
sidered the owner of the house 
hold goods — the sofa, the wash- 
ing machine and the other chat 
tels — and it is commonly exem,t 
(Though here too there are dif 





ferences among states.) If the au 








tomobile is in the husband’s name, 
it is treated like the household 
goods. 

But if registered jointly in the 
name of husband and wife, it is 
considered half hers by some 
states and she. will have to pay 
property tax on her half. (There 
may be states in which the auto 
would be considered all hers.’ 
She is generally taxable on her 
rings and other jewelry. 

The relief act does not apply to 
civilian wives, only to people in 
uniform. 

When it comes to the autome- 
bile license tags — the cost of 
those tags is considerad a tax 
—you cannot have it both ways 
under the relief act, but at least 
you can keep it from going beth 
ways against you. 

If your car is registered in and 
carries the tags of your domicile 
st:te, your real home state, you 
don't have to buy tags in the state 
in which you are stationed. You 
do, of course, have to keep your 
home-state tags current. 

If you buy tags in the state 
where you are stationed, it can be 
a different story. If you are trans 
ferred to some other state in the 
middie of the year, you can wear 
your out-of-state tags for only the 
“reciprocity period” usually 
one month or two months. — and 
then you must buy local tags.

AND THAT LEADS us to an in- 
teresting question. 
What about a trailer? 


Rolling down the highway, it 
jooks like a vehicle, a piece of 
personal property that.is protected 
(unless located in your home 
state) from state- and local tax 
ation. But set up on blocks and 
connect it to light and phone wires 
and the water and sewage systems 
it sure looks like a house. A house 
is real property, not protected by 
the relief act. 

Taxable or non-taxable? 


The answer just isn’t known 
Local taxes have been imposed on 
military trailer-homes in at least 
four places. In each case, the ser 
vices invoked the relief act. In 
one case, the effort to collect the 
taxes was dropped. In~the other 
three, the outcome is uncertain.

EVERY ONCE in a while some 
body gets the bright idea that: 

“Florida is income-tax free. | 
will just claim it as my domicile 
and pay no state income taxes.” 

Sorry. That’s been tried by ex 
perts. It won’t work. People have 
also tried spending a week-end in 
a desirable state to take out citi- 
zenship. That didn’t work either. 

Most military writers on the 
subject of domicile say that a 
serviceman is free to change his 
true and permanent home during 
service, if he puts down roots at 
some station and really means it. 
Most state legal authorities seem 
to agree. 

But states differ. Massachusetts 
and Texas are said to try to hold 
on to their serviceman citizens, 
arguing that the relief act makes 
ic almost impossible for a man to 
change his domicile during ser 
vice. 

As a practical matter, the legal 
assistance officer is ‘preferably 
more interested in helping a man 
find out what his domicile is than 
in helping him change. 

And they warn against voting in 
a state that is not your permanent 
home state, because it might re 
sult in a change of domicile that 
you do not desire. 

There is no unfailin,, recipe 
for establishing, or changing 
domicile. It is a question of 
“considering all the facts and 
circumstances, where's this 

man’s permanent home?”

HERE ARE SOME of the things 
that would tend to prove that a 
certain place was home, perman- 
ent home, for a serviceman or 
anybody else:

that he owns a home there; regis- 
ters his auto there; keeps a bank 
account; belongs to church and 
civic groups there; gives that 
state to his service and to the 
federal tax collector as his home 
address; that he pays local or 
stete income taxes there; calls the 
place home; goes back there on 
leave to visit, etc., etc. 

Obviously, if a'man did al] those 
things to or at a certain place, 
over a period of time, most offici- 
als would agree that place is 
“home”, = 

If he has only a slight connec. 
tion with any state — like the son 
of the serviceman we mentioned 
above — he would probably have 
to do only a few of these things to 
establish a place as domicile. 

Probably the strongest single 
piece of evidence to back a claim 
of a domicile in a certain state is 
proof that you pay taxes, especial 
ly income taxes, in that state. Also 
a strong piece of evidence is a 
voting record. 

At the other extreme, a piece 
of very unpersuasive evidence 1s 
a mere declaration of intention 
that your home is in a given place 
— especially if that is a place 
where they don’t have state in- 
come taxes!

A DOMICILE is important for 
other reasons than taxes. 


Divorce, for instance. There are 
two places where a serviceman 
can sue for a divorce and know it 
will stand up if he gets it, 

One is his state of domicile; the 
other is the state where he is sta- 
tioned, if he has been in that state 
long enough to meet residence re 
quirements. 

A man who lacks a clearly es 
tablished domicile might lose that 
first alternative. 


Other things affected by domi- 
cile are: inheritance tax liability; 
place where your will may be pro 
bated and who might act as ex- 
ecutor of it; state bonuses for war- 
time service; where your children 
may attend state college without 
paying the higher non-resident 
rates; certain homestead and 
veterans claims rights. 


Before you try to change domi 
cile to avoid taxes, think over 
these other factors, too. 

But above all things, the legal 
assistance officers say, try to set 
up a clear claim to domicile be 
fore there is any dispute about. it. 
Most people have a well-establish- 
ed domicile when they come into 
service and have no trouble keep 
ing it. 

Disputes about domicile arise 
mainly out of tax claims and di 
vorce or other domestic relations 
contests.

In the automotive field, and that 
includes anything and everything 
that moves on tracks or wheels, 
the Development and Proof Serv- 
ices has the mission of testing 
and evaluating, for the Army (and 
in many cases its sister services) 
new developments in the automo- 
tive field. The item under test 
can be a tiny “mechanical mule,” 
one of the new M-60 main battle 
tanks, a new 175mm self-propelled 
gun, the carriage of the Army’s 
brand-new self-propelled Pershing 
missile, or a truck made of alu- 
minum.

THERE ARE several types of 
vehicle “torture” tests, depending 
upon the state of development of 
the item and the use to which the 
vehicle will be put. However, 
most testing falls under the head- 
ing of either development and en- 
gineering (pre-production), or 
quality assurance (during produc- 
tion. In either category, tests 
are run to determine perform- 
ance, determined by extensive 
operation under conditions equal 
to or more severe than those in 
which the vehicle is designed to 
operate in combat. 

This field of Ordnance is neces- 
sary to ascertain or confirm that 
combat-designed materiel is capa- 
ble of meeting the ultimate test 
of the battlefield. 

A significant difference exists 
between military testing and test- 
ing by the automotive industry. 
The difference is time. While a 
new product in the automotive in- 
dustry has a background of trial 
over a period of time sufficient to 
insure success measured by con- 
sumer response, new military de- 
signs are initiated as.a matter af- 
fecting national safety, often as a 
result of changes in military 
strategy. Production must some- 
times start as soon us it is known 
that the item meets basic require- 
ments, but before testing is com- 
pleted.

It may also plunge 
through the controlled-soil basin 
where mud is made to any de- 
sired consistency. It may even 
be forced to tow a mammoth dy- 
namometer that drags its heels 
just to make things tougher. It 
will plunge through a fording 
basin almost completely submerg- 
ed in water, slam through a care- 
fully engineered shell hole four 
and one-half feet deep, span an 
adjustable gap to test its “bridg- 
ing” ability, then go over vertical 
walls 30 inches high. To test 
stability it is taken on the side 
slopes up to 40 percent. 

And these are but a few of the 
tests given a vehicle in the Mun- 
son area.

SS-10 Test 


Makes ‘Hit’ 


In Pacific 


FORT BUCKNER, Okinawa— 
The 53d Aviation Det. put on an 
eye popping display of the SS-10 
anti-tank guided missile before a 
gallery of Marines and other spec- 
tators at the Camp Hansen firing 
range last week. 

Captain Anthony Carroll execu- 
tive officer of the detachment 
fired two of the missiles from a 
helicopter in the first firing of 
this weapon in the Pacific Com- 
mand. 

Both missiles were launched at 
targets 1500 yards away. 

The SS-10 is a highly accurate 
wire-controlled missile manufac- 
tured by Nord Aviation Paris. 

Ironically the Marines were at 
the range with a tank platoon 
which had completed firing short- 
ly before the helicopter arrived. 
According to an eyewitness the 
“tankers’ eyes popped” when they 
saw the SS-10 speed unerringly to 
the target.

The H-13 was piloted by 2d Lt.

He describes the mission hos- 
pital as having a small but effi- 


cient surgery, and a_ gasoline 
autoclave. It is staffed by two 
physicians’ with a British Army 


surgeon available as an anesthe- 
tist.

IN DESCRIBING his daily 
duties, Muldowney freports that 


colds and intestinal upsets furnish 
the bulk of his work just now, to- 
gether with minor injuries and 
“not infrequent” auto wrecks. In 
summer, he says, the problems will 
be snake bites, scorpion stings, 
sunstroke and heat exhaustion. He 
reports that he is responsible for 
water chlorination and the repair 
of its ancient equipment and that 
he is doing “O.J.T. (on-the-job 
training) in medieval dentistry.” 
“World War II mines are a con- 
stant hazard,” he writes, “and all 
field movements must be preceded 
by a mine detector.—Field sanita- 
tion is complicated by the fields 
which blow around as sandstorms.” 
The Medical Specialists Advanced 
Course of which Muldowney was 
a recent graduate prepares men 
for assignments like this one in ad- 
dition to duty in Army hospitals, 
according to course director Maj. 
Alice Bender. Instruction in -pre- 
ventive medicine, field medical 
service and the techniques of man- 
agement, all are extremely helpful 
to men with this kind of medical 
responsibility, she says. Several 
years ago, she continues, students 
in the course began having special 
exercises to teach them to im- 
provise with materials at hand to 
meet situations they might find in 
the field or in small hospitals. 
“Assignments like Specialist 
Muldowney’s are ideal use of the 
training the men receive in the

PRESIDIO OF SAN  FRAN- 
ciSCO—One of the finest classic 
examples of early fortifications in 
this country from the standpoint 
of Army engineering construction 
still frowns menacingly across the 
Golden Gate, its gun fangs long 
since drawn. 


Forbidding and formidable, Fort 
Point served its purpose by simply 
eyisting—a silent watchdog sta- 
tioned at the gateway of the Pa- 
ific.

And only a short distance across |

Construction of Fort Point com- 
enced in 1853 on the gite of a 
crude adobe fort built- by the 
Spaniards in 1794. It was this fort, 
known as Castiilo de San Joaquin, 
whose guns were spiked by a small 
force led by the famed American 
soldier-explorer, John C. Fremont. 
When they paddled across the 
Golden Gate from Sausalito; they 
found no defenders manning the 
approximately 10 bronze cannon of

ARMY ENGINEERS finished the 
present fort just in time to use it 
in the Civil War. It cost $2,800,000, 
with another $400,000 thrown in 
for the thick granite sea wall. 
Brick and granite were the chief 


construciion stones. t:raceful iron 
balustrades and railings outlined 
the four gallery tiers which were 
connected by three spiral stairways 
of granite quarried near Folsom, 
Calif. 

Somewhat similar in design to 
Fort Sumter, Fort Point is shaped 
like a rough quadrangle 250 feet 
long and 150 feet wide. The walls 
stand 45 feet high’ and are seven 
to 12 feet thick. The inner court- 
yard once contained hot-shot fur- 
naces for heating cannon halls red 
hot so that attacking ships would 
burn when hit. 

The entrance on the land side 
was a large double door studded 
with iron pins and fastened with 
a heavy iron bar. A second heavy 
| door added double insurance that 
|no enemy would reach the inside. 

On the ground floor various 
utility shops for forges, tool mak- 
ing and wheelwright’s use predomi- 
nated, The officers’ quarters on 
ithe second tier consisted of two 
| bedrooms and a parlor each and 
were more elaborate than the en- 
listed men’s housing on the third 
floor. ’ 

Three tiers of gun ports covered 
the bay entrance; while a fourth 
tier on top dominated both land 
and water approaches to the fort. 

The mammoth structure was 
cleverly designed and engineered 
to withstand long sieges. Iron pipes 
carried rain water from the slop- 
ing roofs to large storage cisterns 
carved out of solid rock under the 
courtyard. Over 120 days’ rations 
for 600 men could. be stacked in 
the stcrerooms.

BUT FORT POINT mighty de- 
fender of our Pacific gate, was 
neither besieged nor ever thun- 
dered forth a hostile round of shot 
at an enemy. During the Civil 
War, no effort was made by con- 
federate privateers to enter the 
bay. Capt James Waddell, com- 
manding the confederate ship, 
Shenandoah, the last of the South’s 





sea raiders, planned to attack the 
fort’s 127 guns in their first test, 
but the war enaed just before this 
event transpired 


Not more than one or two artil- 
lery batteries supported by from 
one to eight companies of infantry 
defended the Golden Gate in the 
Civil War period. Only one com- 
pany was left there afterwards. 
From 1868 to 1878 there were no 
troops at the fort. 

Construction on gun batteries on 
the hills above the fort started dur- 
| ing 1870. They were armed with 
Rodman guns, which were Civil 
War cannon with 10-inch bores, 
| plus heavy mortars. Thirteen more 
|batteries were completed twelve 
lyears later.

THE ENTIRE western section of 
the Presidio gradually became a 
defense system of powerful arma- 
ments, while the guns of Fort Point 
were declared obsolete and made 
available for ornamental use to 
permanent posts in 1897. Those 
left were scrapped. 


Work on a new series of con- 
crete gun emplacements on the 
hills above the fort was started in 
1893. Their remains can still be 
seen near the Golden Gate Bridge. 
Battery Cranston stands to the left 
of the toll plaza, while Battery 
Marcus Miller is just south of it. 

In this century little use has 
been mede of the massive fortifica- 
tion guarding the bay. Except for 
the inroads of time and the ele- 
ments, Fort Point ie much as it 
appeared a century ago. A ghost 
fort from another military era, it 
still remains the greatest structure 
of its kind on the West Coast, and 
one of the best examples of ancient 
forts in the. United States.

A married person is not re- 
quired to pass a medical examina- 
tion in order to name a survivor as 
a beneficiary of his civil service 
annuity. 

Keating mentioned that case of 
a government clerk with 44 years 
of service who was prevented from 
leaving his annuity to an unmar- 
maried sister because of previous 
heart trouble.

come up of-elderly parents left | 


without means of support upon the 
death of an unmarried worker.

“Keating said. 

A house civil service  sub- 
committee, headed by Rep. James 
C. Davis, of Georgia, has sharply 
ciriticized the contracting out in 
missile programs, particularly 
“management and administrative 
functions,” by the Air Force. 

The review of the Air Force pro- 
gram is part of a continuing study 
on the use of manpower by the 
House group. Contracting out of 
work has been attacked frequently 
by government employe unions as 
something that cuts down on the 
number of civil service jobs with- 
out saving any money. 

The subcommittee report said 
the contracts of the Air Force have 
proved extermely costly. 

The group said it “observed pirat- 
ing of key personnel employes 
from the federal government by 
defense contracotrs often operat- 
ing on a cost-plus-fee basis.” 
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‘Buy American’ PX Policy to Be Firmer 


WASHINGTON—President Ken- 
nedy’s decision to remove the ban 
on dependent travel overseas and 
to find other means of stopping the 
flow of dollars will mean a tighten- 
ing of the present “Buy American” 
policy. in exchanges, Defense De- 
partment officials said this week. 

Fewer requests for exceptions 
will be approved, officials said, now 
that the Buy American policy has 
been chosen to play a bigger role 
in the U.S. efforts to lower over- 
seas spending by Americans. 

An Army-Air Force Exchange 
spokesman told Army Times that 


controls over exchange buying will 

be just as rigid as they were ini- 

tially and exceptions will be made 

only in the area of “health and 

welfare” items.

EXCEPTIONS already approved 
probably will be aliowed to remain, 
the spokesman said. 

He said that servicemen and 
their families probably will in- 
crease their purchases of foreign 
goods on the local economies at 
first but that they will probably 
return eventually to doing most of 
their buying in exchanges. 

He eaid there has been some ta 


about imposing a different type of 

control on foreign goods sold in 

exchanges than the present policy 

which virtually prohibits any for- 

eign-made item from being stocked.

THE NEW TYPE of control 
would concentrate on the dollar 
value of articles sold in exchanges. 
Articles manufactured abroad of 
small value would be permitted to 
be sold in exchanges if this phil- 
osophy is put into practice. 

Although the Buy American con- 
trols are to be tightened, some 
overseas areas. will probably still 
be exempted altogether from: the 








controls, Last week, the Defense 
Department announced that Korea 
was exempt from Buy American 
restrictions. Canada, Mexico and 
the Panama Canal Zone had pre- 
viously been given exemptions un- 
der the policy. 

Recent exceptions made to the 
Buy American policy applied to 
exchanges were approved because 
the items were necessary for the 
operation or maintenance of “cus- 
tomer-owned” equipment. 

Exceptions included bulbs, sock- 
ets, repair parts for watches, 
radios, record players and house- 
hold appliances.

‘GI's’ Expected 
To Pay Billion 
For ‘Leisure’ 


WASHINGTON — Members of 
the active military forces will 
spend more than a billion dollars 
on leisure travel and transporta- 
tion this year. 

The typical soldier, sailor, air- 
man and Leatherneck will dig into 
his pocket to the tune of $437 for 
o*: duty trips with his family. 

Surveys have shown that the 
serviceman’s travel, transportation 
and recreation budget amounts to 
about one-tenth of his take-home 
pay. 

The Fiscal Year 1962 budget 
ealls for an active duty payroll of 
$10.8 billion for 2,475,000 men and 
women. Using the one-tenth rule- 
of-thumb, service men and women 
will scatter $1,085,000,000.00 into 
cash registers for transportation, 
overnight lodging, food and other 
vacation items in our 50 states and 
border countries and overseas lo- 
cations. 

Between one-quarter and two- 
thirds of the huge travel outlay 
will be spent outside the Conti- 
nental United States. 

The estimated billion dollar tra- 
vel and recreation budget of Arm- 
ed Forces is exclusive of the vast 
amounts that will be spent by men 
and women in the Reserve Forces 
and those who are retired. 

This year’s Defense budget asks 
appropriations of $614 million for 
payments to Reservists and $926 
million for those retired from ac- 
tive service. Lumping active, Re- 
serve Force and retired personnel 
into one grouping calls for a total 
military payroll of nearly $12.4 
billion. 

Military personnel expenditures 
for active duty men and women 
have been on the rise for the past 
two years. This year the budget 
request is $153 million more than 
in 1961 and $460 million more than 
in 1960.

WASHINGTON—Service people 
and their families will have no re- 
strictions placed upon free-time 
travel abroad, according to Robert 
McNamara, the new Secretary of 
Defense. 

The incoming Secretary made 
the statement one day after the 
Pentagon indicated that “tourism” 
would be sharply curbed overseas 
as part of a program to reduce the 
flow of U.S. dollars abroad. His 
press conference debut followed 
on the heels of President Kennedy’s 
statement to the TIMES that he 
was lifting the ban on dependents 
overseas. 








McNAMARA, in response to a 
question from a TIMES’ reporter, 
said that the Defense Department 
would not curtail tourism by the 
military and their dependents over- 
seas. : 

However, in an effort to offset 
the dollar savings the dependents’ 
cutback would have realized, “cer- 
tain goods” purchased overseas 
and sent back to the states might 
have to be paid for by the owner

issue). 

This “might well” include for- 
eign cars purchased abroad by the 
military, he said.

Federal workers—and active duty 
military personnel—are permitted 
to ship foreign cars back home at 
government expense. 

Reports from: Europe indicate 
that many Federal employees are 
rushing to beat the March 1 cut- 
off date and are snapping up for- 
eign vehicles. After March 1, they 
will have to pay out-of-pocket 
for transportation of foreign autos 
to the United States. In addition, 
they will be required to pay regu- 
lar tariffs. 

The impact of the State Depart- 
ment order is to force purchase of 
American-manufactured cars in 
line with President Eisenhower’s 
“Buy America” directive. 

Under existing regulations, 
many Americans have shipped De- 
troit-manufactured vehicles to 
overseas locations and sold them 
on the foreign market. In turn, 
they then purchase foreign makes 
for much less than the amount 
they received for their American 
models. 

In addition to the direct sale 
and purchase gain, they gain fur- 
ther when the foreign car is 
shipped home at Government ex- 
pense. They also reap the benefit 
of being exempt from tariffs and 
taxes.

THE BILL’S purpose is to pro- 
mote travzl of foreigners to our 
shores. It is envisioned by its more 
than 35 co-sponsoring solons as a 
broad step in the direction of stem- 
ming the flow of gold into the 
treasuries of foreign nations. 

The attitude of immigration and | 
consular officials discourage our 
friends from visiting us, the legi- 
slators agreed. 

Sen. Warren G. Magnuson (D.-| 


Wash.), Chairman of the Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce 
Committee, specifically charged 


that “one of the great problems” | 
blocking foreign tourism is “red | 
tape.” He told of the case of an 
English spinster who was “in- 
sulted” by the question of a con- 
sular official at the time she ap- 
plied for a tourist visa. 

She was asked: “Do you intend 
to visit the United States for im- 
moral purposes?”

In protest she declared that “‘it 
is easier for a camel to pass 
through the eye of a needle than 
an Englishwoman to enter the 
United States.”

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Novel Depicts Infantry's War 


PROMENADE IN CHAMPAGNE, by 
David Johnson.

FAH WAR has its own special kind of horrors. 

The 1914-1918 war to end wars was, even by atom- 
age standards, one of the most horrible in history. 

Author David Johnson has taken a relatively small 
episode out of that war — the French army’s disasterous 
Nivelle offensive — as the subject of a novel that paints 
a brutally realistic picture of the fighting in the trenches 
of France. 

The novel, in which the central character really’ is 
the French army’s Angevin Regt. of Infantry, reminds 
us what it was like in a war in which the defense had a 
terrifying advantage. Hundreds of thousands of rifle- 
carrying attackers tried to storm static positions which 
were guarded by well-protected machine guns. Many of 
the soldiers in “Promenade in Champagne” were unable 
to beat the odds against attacking infantrymen. 


THE PLOT takes the Angevin Regt. out of the line 
following a bloody attack. The troops are retrained, 
given replacements and then moved back into the line to 
take part in the offensive planned by Gen. Robert 
Nivelle. The author shows us how the veterans suffer 
through gloomy forebodings eonvinced the attack is 
doomed. Finally, the attack begins and, overcoming 
fantastic problems, the Angevins manage to reach their 
objective — but most of the other units fail to reach 
theirs. 

This novel has a few women characters thrown in, 
for romantic interest; some of the individual officers 
and men stand out more dramatically than the others. 
But the central character remains the regiment and the 
army, beth of which were virtually destroyed despite 
the final victory a year later. 


THE ASTRONAUTS. by Martin Caidin. 
E. P. Dutton, N.Y. $38.95.

GOMEONE has predicted that when the first man sets 
foot on the moon, he will be greeted by a surprising- 
ly familiar figure who will say, “Welcome! I’m Martin 
Caidin and I’m doing a book on space exploration... ” 

Caidin’s latest is a timely progress report on the 
training and preparation of the seven service test pilots 
in the Project Mercury program. 

Like many of Caidin’s books, this one is not so 
much an attempt to tell a new story as to edit an old 
one, give it order and continuity and provide the reader 
with the essentials devoid of ponderous technical de- 
tail. 

Happily for the author, this has proved a success- 
ful formula and is likely to be fruitful again. The story 
of the astronauts has, if anything, been overdone. 

Readers of trade journals daily papers, Sunday sup- 
plements and particularly Life Magazine have gotten 
such a saturation on the subject that a new article on it 
is likely to be greeted with the “Ho-hum” reaction. 

Caidin’s book brings the program nicely and con- 
veniently up to date and will probably provide as much 
background as the Astronauts approach their big day. 











Another Book 
CHIEF HISTORIAN for the Army's “Medical His- 
tory of World War II,” Dr. Charles M. Wiltse, has 
written another book in his spare time. It’s “The 
New Nation,” a historical study of the Jefferson- 
Jackson age. Dr. Wiltse also has written four 
other historical volumes.

‘Command Decisions’ 
Published by Army 


"TWENTY-THREE major decisions which helped shape 

the outcome of World War II are examined in de- 
tail in “Command Decisions,” a new volume prepared 
in the Office of the Army Chief of Military History. 

The latest Army historical work, an official version 
of an earlier commercial publication, includes three new 
chapters, a new introduction and a broader discussion 
of the subject matter. The book was written by a team 
of Army historians. 

These studies of difficult decisions which had to be 
made during the war illustrate the manner in which 
staff work and prior consultation tended io narrow the 
range of choice left open to those at the higher levels 
of decision, Kent Roberts Greenfield points out in an 
introductory essay. This tendency was typical not only 
of American experience, he asserts, but is reflected as 
well in decisions made by the British and the enemy. 

Actions of field commanders on the battlefield also 
are investigated, focusing attention sharply on the in- 
dividual commander his responsibility for taking a 
serious risk based on an estimate of the situation, and 
on what Greenfield refers to as “the personal qualities 
with which he faced the act of decision,” 

Some of the chapter headings reveal the, scope of 
this book: “Japan’s Decision’ for War,” “The Decision 
to Halt at the Elbe,” “The Decision to Invade North 
Africa (Torch),” and “The Decision to Use the Atomic 
Bomb.” 

Material for “Command Decisions” was obtained 
from official records, comtempory interviews and in one 
instance from the diary of a Corps commander. 

The 565 page book, with accompanying maps, is 
available at $4.50 per copy from the Superintendent of 
Documents, Government Printing Office, Washington 
25, D.C.

LARINETIST Buddy DeFranco’s newest record is a 
good one. In contrast to some records that helped 
to win him national acclaim a decade ago, this one—like 
other recent DeFranco LPs is more relaxed, less pretentious, and 
more satisfying te me (The Buddy DeFranco Septette, Verve 8383). 
Perhaps this is because DeFranco today is a more mature artist, no 
longer trying to prove anything but simply playing good music as he 
feels it. 

The recording group DeFranco heads here includes several top- 
rank musicians including flute player Herbie Mann, guitarist Bar- 
ney Kessel and Vic Feldman on vibes. Pete Jolly plays accordion,. 
as well as piano, and the flute-clarinet-accordion combination is a 
welcome sound. 

There is something more than a “wailing” session. , There was a 
good deal of preparation for this set, as proven certainly on “Lady 
Be Good” and “Satin Dell.” And DeFranco’s ballad playing is ex- 
cellent on “My Funny Valentine” and “I’m Glad There Is You.”

HERB ELLIS, one of the real good guitar players, has yet to 
make a record under his own name that really proves just how well 
he plays, but there are some fine tracks on his newest LP (Thank 
You, Charlie Christian, Verve 8381).

HE ARMY’S camel caravan has always fascinated 
Hollywood producers, small boys, and collectors of 
the abounding trivia of American military history. 

Doomed from the start by the ancient curse of the infantry— 
foot trouble — the calamitous camel corps began under the personal 
auspices of Secretary of War Jefferson Davis, who talked Congress 
out of money for importing and training them. 

Two loads of the desert ships landed in Texas a year later under 
the tutelage of windeyed, red-fezzed, sonofarabia Hadji Ali; one load 
from Asia and the other from Africa. (To be on the safe side, both 
Bactrian two-humpers and dromedarian single-humpers were tried.) 

_ The Asiatics couldn’t be beaten for heavy duty, while for speed 
and maneuverability the Army’s top planners were sold on drome- 
darie, To prove this, Lt. E. L. Harte of the 8th Inf. took off from 
Fort Davis, Tex. for California on a trial hike with 24 of the beasts, 
each loaded to its turret with 350 pounds of freight. 

Though the Civi! War wrote official finis to the camels’ army 
careers (sOme say they’re still hiding out in the desert somewhere 
between Phoenix anl El Paso). Lt. Harte knew that the real deter- 
rent was the sharp rocks peculiar to the Great American Desert. the 
rocks wrecked the soft pads of the camel’s feet.

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Historical Quote 
of the Week 


“We start this morning 
for Fort Donelson” — Gen. 
U. S. Grant. 


THs message on 12 February 

1862 from Grant to Halleck 
marks the moment that was to 
bring Grant before the nation as 
a general who could win battles. 
Fort Donelson, Tenn., northwest 
of Nashville, was a strongly de- 
fended gateway to the South, yet 
it fell before the repeated at- 
tacks of 12 to 15 February in 
spite of Grant’s harsh but famous 
terms of “unconditional sur- 
render.” 


Grant set out full of enthusi- 
asm. The 12th was a warm day, 
and the men threw away blankets 
and overcoats. Were they not 
going south? By the 13th the 
Fort was invested. But that eve- 
ning a cold wind came out of the 
north with a driving blizzard 
and three inches of snow. Camp 
fires could not be lighted be¢ause 
of the proximity of the Con- 
federates. Tents and food sup- 
plies were far behind. Many had 
to stand at arms all night. It 
was an occasion long to be re- 
membered. 

After three days of fighting 
the men became demoralized, 
but Grant was able, by riding 
tirelessly among them, to restore 
morale. The assault on the 15th 
did the trick. On the 16th Fort 
Donelson surrendered.

WASHINGTON—A special issue of three values has 
been printed for the British Solomon Islands to honor the 
adoption of the new constitution. The Crown Agent lists 
values as two, three and nine-penny. 


The British Solomon Islands 
Protectorate consists of a group 
of islands stretching about 900 
miles in a south-easterly direc- 
tion from the Australian terri- 
tory of Papua and New Guinea. 

The group was established as 
a British Protectorate at the 
end of the 19th century. The 
islands are administered by the 
High Commissioner for the 
Western Pacific. 

The new constitution, brought 
into operation in October of last 
year, provides for establishment 
of a Legislative Council and an 
Executive Council and is con- 
sidered to represent a consider- 
able constitutional development. 


The new stamps share a com- 
mon design, a portrait of Her 
Majesty with the St. Edward’s 
Crown, and a frigate bird in 
flight. 

The two-penny stamp is green 
and black; the three-penny red 
and black; and the nine-penny 
purple and black. 

The frigate bird depicted on 
the stamp is found around the 
coast of most of the islands. 


The new stamps were released 
for sale January 18.

Since East didn’t really want a 
diamond continuation, he should 
have used a discouraging signal 
by playing the deuce of diamonds 
at the first trick.

ABERDEEN PROVING 
GROUND, Md. — A radio 
slogan for years has been, 
“wherever you go, there’s ra- 
dio.” Three physicists at the 
Ordnance Corps Ballistic Re- 
search Laboratories, Aber- 
deen Proving Ground, are 
helping prove this true. 


The trio, Webster M. Kendrick, 
Larry Peters and Paul H. Sellers 
have installed radios in the noses 
ef 105mm artillery shells. 

Employed at the laboratories’ 
Interior Ballistic Lab., the scien- 
tists actually call their radio a 
microwave modulation telemeter- 
ing system. It does not receive or 
transmit commercial broadcasts. 
Rather, the  radio-instrumented 
shells are used to measure pres- 
sures in the gun tube when the 
shell is fired as well as the accel- 
eration rate of the projectile as 
it passes through the tube.

WEIGHING ONLY 12. ounces, 
the complete radio is no larger 
than a bottle of ink and about 
the same shape. It consists of min- 
iaturized coils, condensers, trans- 
isters, batteries and resisters, all 
tied together with fine copper 
wire imbedded in a sturdy plastic 
molding. Most of these items were 
made by the three physicists. The 
entire system has taken about two 
years to develop. 

Before adoption of the new sys- 
tem, extensive modifications had 
to be made on the gun itself to 
secure these measurements. This 
was time-consuming and expensive. 

Securing this pressure and ac- 
celeration information is vital in 
the, development and testing of 
propellants and the projectiles in 
which they are used.

THE RADIO system works like 
this: microwave signals are sent 
out from a transmitter-receiver 
placed near the gun through an 
antenna beamed at the gun’s tube. 
The signal travels down the gun 


barrel striking a small antenna on 
the nose of the shell which re- 
lays the signal to the shell’s ra- 


dio. The~shell radio then retrans- 
mits the signal back to the trans- 


mitter-receiver after modification | 


by a pressure gauge or accelero- 
meter within the projectile. 

This happens in one fiftieth of 
a second, the time it takes the 
projectile to pass through the gun 
tube. 

In a control room located near 
the firing bunker, the signal is 
received from the transmitter-re- 
ceiver and fed to a bank of oscil- 
loscopes.

i. GERMANY, as in other countries, photojournalism leads all other photographic ap- 
proaches and appears to have the greatest influence among photographers generally, 
and the younger element especially. This is emphasized more than ever in the 1961 issue 


of “The German Photographic 
Annual” (Stuttgart: Verlag 
Die Schonen Bucher, Dr. Woif 
Strache; New York: Ziff-Davis Pub- 
lishing Co. $7.95). 

Still the best printed oz the 
photography annuals, the book also 
is the only one 
that limits itself 
to covering the 
domestic rather 
than the inter- 
national scene. 

This year, the 
German annual 
borrows from 
other annuals 
the idea of set- 
ting aside se- 
lected photog- 
raphers whose 
work the ju 
indicative o 
in the field. 

The photographers thus isolated 
are Wolfgang Haut, who leans to- 
ward symbolism; Jurgen Heine- 
mann, who prefers the wide view 
laden with atmosphere; Charges- 
heimer, who specializes in head 
close-ups; Fritz Fenzl, impression- 
ist; and Stefan Moses, who works 
mainly in the candid manner. 

Although the jury—which con- 
sisted of L. Fritz Gruber, cul- 
tural director of Photokina; 
Prof. Arnold Bode, Robert B. 
Lebeck, Oliver Storz and Helmut 
Wildehain—appears to be preju- 
diced in favor of photojournal- 
-ism, nevertheless it did make an 
attempt to be more representa- 
tive.

Looking for a stop-gap measure 
to accommodate the bulging school | 
population, the township’s board 
of eduzation learned that at nearby 
Camp Kilmer there were a number | 
of concrete block buildings that 
could be converted into usable | 


| classrooms 


The board began discussions with 
First Army Hq. at Governors Isl- 


and, N. Y., and with the Secretary 
of the Army, on the possibility of 
securing these buildings and con- 
verting them into classrooms. Per- 
mission was granted under the 
terms of a five-year renewable 


lease. 

After arrangements were made 
with the Army, the first building, 
service 
club, was reconstructed into a 
seven-room school. 

In 1957 and again in 1958, with 
the population growing as hun- 
dreds of new homes were con- 
structed in Piscataway, the school 
bdard went to the Army and se- 
cured barracks-type buildings at 
Camp Kilmer. All these buildings 
were renovated by the town for | 
about $50,000. | 

The classrooms are convenient 
and comfortable; hot meals are | 
served in the school cafeteria and | 
a six-foot fence keeps the children | 
safely away from traffic during 
play periods. 

Some of these facilities, under 
the direction of three special teach- | 
ers, are being used for the educa- 
tion of retarded children.

Premiums. Almost any standard) 


type of policy is “eligible”, pro 
vided you, paid the first premium 
on it at least 180 days before com- 
ing into service. 

You turn the policy over to the 
Veterans Administration, . which 
keeps the policy without your pay 
ing any premiums on it. 

Sounds tempting, doesn’t it? 

More than one sailor or soldier 
has thought so to his sorrow! 

This VA arrangement is equival- 
ent to borrowing money on your 
policy and using the mone; to pay 
the premium. Without any. help 
from the VA, you could do this un 
til the loan value of your policy 
was eaten up. 

With the VA’s help, you could 
keep on borrowing after the loans 
exceed the loan value of the 
policy. And of course you will also 
be runazing into debt for the in 
terest on the amounts “borrowed” 
for the premiums, 

This could go on throughout 
your career and for two years af 
terward. If at that time the 
premiums plus interest exceed the 
lean value of the policy, the policy 
lapses. They sell you out. The VA 
puys off the insurance company 
and all you have left is a debt to 
the government. 

- « - 


OF COURSE, you don’t have to 
be foolish enough to let the dent 
pile up on you. If you are in a jam 
and let the VA protect your policy 
for a short time and then you pay 
off the back premiums, the in 
terest payments are small and no 
harm done. 

It is strictly a money borrowing 
deal. Like any other borrowing 
it will break you if you overdo it. 
The danger is that a man may re 
sort to this expedient and forget 
or fail to realize, what’s happen 
ing. Over a long period, that in 
terest (it usually ranges between 
five and six percent, depending on 
the company) mounts up mightily 

The company doesn’t care, be 
cause the VA guarantees payment 
to it. 


Apparently neither the VA nor 
the services encourage people to 
use this device nowadays. Either 
that or not many people have 
“eligible policies”. At any rate, 
the VA says it now has only 400 
policies under protection and takes 
over only about three a month on 
the average, from all services com 
bined.

THE RELIEF ACT was passed 
ii. 1940, and during the second 
World War, when many older 
people with a lot of obligatiuns 
suddenly started drawing bottom 
military pay — $21 a month in 
those days! there was more 
need for a moratorium on insur.

(1) They apply only to debts 
and obligations contracted before 
you entered the service;

is far away from the court. He 
may be overseas or across the con- 
tinent. Judges are directed to take 
this fact into account, and are 
given wide discretion in protect- 
ing the interests of the absent ser- 
viceman. 

In divorce actions, if the man is 
overseas, some courts won’t hear 
a wife’s suit for divorce until he 
either comes home or signs a 
waiver of his rights under the re- 
lief act. 





In other cases, the courts will 
stall the suit for a while and then 
if the man doesn’t appear, or hire 
a lawyer to appear for him, or 
waive his rights under the act, 
the judge will appvint an attorney 
for him and the trial will go 
ahead. 

In some cases, the relief act is 
automatically considered by the 
judge; in others, the judge ignores 
it unless the man or his attorney 
invokes the act. 





JAG Offers Tax Pamphlet 
For the Washington Area 


WASHINGTON — The “word” 
on local taxes, motor vehicles and 
buying and selling a house in the 
Greater Washington area has been 
given a new pamphlet published 
by the legal branches of the three 
services. 

Entitled “Local Laws Affecting 
Military Personnel Residing in the 
Greater Washington, D.C. Area,” 
the 13-page booklet is designed to 
outline laws in the spot where 
three different jurisdictions — and 
three different sets of laws — meet. 

The difference igs “residence” 
and “domicile” — keys to whether 
a serviceman is liable for taxes — 
are defined. Then a rundown on 
the tax laws of Virginia, Maryland 





and the District of Columbia are 
given. This section also includes 
the various city and county taxes. 

The form needed to claim an ex 
emption from these taxes under 
the Soldiers nad Sailors Civil Re 
lief Act is included. 

Another section sketches the 
various auto license plate proce- 
dures and taxes on cars. The final 
section gives tips on the papers 
you need and how to keep from 
paying more than you should when 
buying or selling a house.

BELIEVERS in Destiny hold that fate is divined . . . so why fight 

it? And Lt. George Young of Fort Lee, a reasonable young man 
averse to tampering with the wheel of fortune, would ordinarily be 
content with previously made arrangements, anyway. 


But comes the moment when rational judgments are discarded 
in favor of opportunity, George becomes no different than most of 
us. He was offered a chance for greatness, so he took it, and... 
well, here’s how it all happened: 


Last Friday, the day of the Millrose Games in Madison Square 
Garden, Young and I walked into the office of Millrose Director, Fred

“George, why don’t you run in the mile?” 

At first blush, Young con8idered the question only academic. He 
came down for the two mile. 
~ . * 

“WELL,” GEORGE hesitatingly drawled, thinking quickly and 
weighing each word before he’d answer, “I might do well in the mile.” 

Young knew at this point the stakes were high and he was dealing 
with a man who plays for keeps. He did feel confident he had a staying 
hand and played it close. 

“But I could win the two mile.” 

Schmertz’ stock sagged at such a logical response and he felt his 
hand weakening. Not anxious to reveal his fear, he attempted to regain 
the initiative. 

“A win tonight could make you famous ... what do you have 
to lose?” I KNOW you could run.a good mile .. .” 

“I know I could do better than 4:10,” George mused. 

Before the young athlete could say another word, Fred, beaming 
now, and acting like a salesman watching his client sign the contract, 
suddenly began to sober. 

“There’s one thing more, I’ll have to tell my son, Howard, and 
see if it’s OK.” 

For the next few moments, father and son huddled over this crisis 
and, following the parley, junior emerged to express his doubts. He 
said he was satisfied with Young in the two-mile field before and 
he hasn’t changed his mind.

IF SCHMERTZ senior acted like a bona fide partner when he 
invited his son into the proper councils, he suddenly reverted to 
his natural role of head of the household. Dissatisfied with junior’s 
logic and, distraught at the though of losing Young’s services in the 
mile, he took the initiative: 

“The Wanamaker Mile is the big thing . 
with only four men .. . It'll look like hell!” 

Junior had heard dad talk like this before and he recognized 
that time for decision was running out on him. Taking the course 
unmistakably revealed to him, he asked Young, “Do. you think you’d 
like to switch?” 

George was smiling by this time. An unreluctant pawn in this 
family power struggle, he capitulated with pleasure, confidently ex- 
claiming, I’ll run the mile, “Why, I did 4:06 in Stockholm last year 
and I know I can do well tonight.” (See story on result of race.) 

At this point everybody was happy. Papa Schmertz told the 
Fort Lee star, “If there’s anything I could ever do for you...

As we started to walk to the door, Howard turned to Young 
and, with a faint, though noticeable tinge of compunction, patted him 
on the back and asked:

It has been built to do just one 
job and that is

chore ever to 
hit the local 
scene. Interest- 
ingly it is 
chambered for 
@ sixshooter 
vartridge, the 
44 Magnum re- 
volver load. At 
first blush it might appear that 
any gun to kill a deer had better 
be chambered for something a lot 
hotter than a pipsqueak sixshooter 
round. This a facet except where 
the .44 Magnum is concerned. This 
baby is a sort of atomic bombshell 
and while it is fired in a handgun 
—a monster 3-Ilb single action—it 
is in all honesty more properly the 
fodder for a rifle. 

When shot in the handgun the 
44 starts at 1570 feet per second 
and turns up 1313 foot pounds of 
energy. By comparison the old .45 
service pistol struggles to go 850 
fs at the muzzle and produces an 
insignificant energy of only 370 

*ft. lbs. So while the new rifle may 
be made for a revolver cartridge, 
it is a real buster! 

This newcomer has been loosely 
referred to as a rifle. In truth it 
is a carbine, a remarkably handy 
little saddle gun running some 
fractions of an inch under three 
feet for length and sporting an 
1842-inch barrel, It is gas-operated 
and holds four shells in a tubular 
magazine hidden within the fore- 
stock. With a round in the chamber 
the piece holds five cartridges in 
all. The weight is a convenient 
5% lbs, and the outside appear- 
ance makes the newcomer look like 
a kissin’ cousin of our own M-1 
carbine. There are the same clean

THIS IS A refreshing ordnance 
piece from the standpoint of its 
highly specialized nature. This gun 
was not designed to kill every crit- 
ter from woodchucks to Kodiak 
bear. Neither is it one of those 
general utility models which can 
be used in a pinch to win the 
Wimbledon at Perry or take first 
money in the annual bangfest of 
the National Benchrest clan. It 
ain’t no rabbit gun, no squirrel 
rifle, nor the final answer for the 
feller who wants to plank down his 
folding green and walk out with 
the all-purpose firearm. 

This baby may be the most spe- 
cialized centerfire sporting model 
built. It is a deer rifle and we have 
already opined is possibly the best. 

The .44 bullet when driven 
through the 18% inches of gun 
tube revs up to 1850 ft. per sec 
and the energy stands at 1820 ft. 
Ibs. The .44 fires a walloping big 
240-grain slug and because of the 
size, the weight, and the sectional 
density of this over-fattened ball 
it kills with a lethality second to 
none. Comparisons are odious, they 
say, but the case which can be 
made for the new carbine when it 
is stacked beside some of the best 
of our deerslaying rifles is con- 
vincing indeed. Take the old 30-30 
as example. It has accounted for 
more venison than all the other 
rifles and loads put together. It 
develops an energy figure of 1860 
ft. Ibs. while the new .44 shows 
1820. And in the case of the latter 
it will kill with more surety be- 
cause of the greater bullet 
diameter and its greater weight.
